Washington, May 31.— Officials here 
are unwilling to lie drawn publicly into 
a controversy over tlie Canadian bound- 
ary question, oven though the matter has 
been made the subject of n statement 
in the House of Commons ut Ottawa 
by .Sir Wilfrid Laurier, which in the 
ordinary course will relieve them from 
tho obligation to maintain silence. 

They take the view, however, that the 
pendency of the negotiations with Great 
Britain on this subject make it inadvis- 
able ut this time to make public the 
official record of the proceedings of the 
joint commission. It may be stilted, 
however, on authority, that there is no 
disposition to question the accuracy of 
the .statement made by Sir Wilfrid yes- 
terday as to the position respecting arbi- 
tration of the Canadians. But this 
subject to tlie important qualification 
that the statement referred to a state of 
affairs existing when the commission 
was in session and at its termination, 
but not later. 

Since then there haw Been negotiations 
directly between tlie British government 
and the government of the United States, 
and of what has taken place there Sir 
Wilfrid's statement takes no account. 
It is reiterated in the most earnest man- 
ner by the officials here that in these 
negotiations Canada stood in the war of 
an agreement which the British authori- 
ties, after mature consideration, had ac- 
cepted as eminently fair and just.

— Each of the signatory powers .lot 
involved in tho conflict has in all ;asea 
oven during hostilities tho right to offer 
the contending parties its good offices for 
mediation or propose that they have re- 
course to the mediation of another equal- 
ly neutral or to arbitration. This can- 
not be considered by either of I lie con- 
tending parties as an unfriendly act even 
in a ease where mediation or arbitration 
not being obligatory it would be re- 
jected. 

4. — A demand <n- offer of mediation 
takes precedence of a proposal for arbi- 
tration. But arbitration may or must 
he proposed according to circumstances 
only when mediation would have been 
rejected or would not have led to con- 
ciliation. 

5. — A proposal of mediation or arbitra- 
tion until formally accepted by all the 
contending parties cannot unless there 
he a convention to the contrary have tlie 
effect of interrupting or delaying im- 
pending mobilization or other prepara- 
tory measures or military operations.

Mr. Mclnnes sent his 
reply lo the povernor-Genernl on Janu- 
ary 18, dealing in detail with the memor- 
ial of the late government. 

lie says no specific charge was prefer- 
red against him nor evidence in sup- 
port thereof sufficient to warrant the is- 
suance of such a commission. Mr. Mc- 
limes cites five bye-elections out of six 
going to support tin; Semlin Government 
and the passage of legislation last ses- 
sion as evidence of public confidence in 
the Government. Concerning the re- 
quest for the reasons for his action he 
say:;: "I submit that a Lieut.-Governor 
under no constitutional law existing 
should give reasons for the dismissal and 
out-going of a ministry but only to the 
incoming ministry anil I am prepared if 
called on to state mid defend such rea- 
sons in Parliament."

Al- 
though it was notorious that certain 
members of the late Ministry were at- 
tacked in the press of Canada and Great 
Britain for alleged use of their official po- 
sition in farthering; private enterprises 
of a speculative character he had not re- 
ferred to it in tlie correspondence ".ior 
to tlie statement concerning tlie fact that 
one member of the late Ministry acted as 
legal counsel to a railway corporation in 
a suit adverse to tlie Government of 
which lie was a member. His sta-.o- 
mcnts, however, had he allowed, reflect- 
ed on the official conduct of Messrs. Tur- 
ner and Eberts. Reflections on his per- 
sonal integrity in being concerned in an 
intrigue to secure the entrance of a re- 
lative to the cabinet left him, he says 
no alternative, but to give these details. 

The return also contains a copy of the 
complaint preferred by the Turner Gov- 
ernment against Mr. Mclnnes, setting 
forth the charges against him for the 
manner in which he acted.

Mr. Ross Robertson brought up the 
alien labor law and the Grand Trunk 
strike. He had heard that uliens were 
being imported to take the places of tho 
scctionmcn of tlie Grand Trunk, and 
rend n statement of Officer DeBarry, cf 
Buffalo, that there was no truth in the 
statement as to the suspension of the 
alien labor law. Mr. Robertson could 
not understand why, in view of Premier 
Laurier's statement that the alien laws 
of both countries were in abeyance, this 
fact did not restrain DeBarry us well as 
the Canadian department of justice. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier accused Mr. Rob- 
ertson of trying to make party capital 
by influencing the passions. 

Mr. Blair followed in the same .strain, 
declaring he has no power to interpose 
in the Grand Trunk strike, and also 
attacking the opposition members. 

Sir Charles Tapper could not see why 
Premier Laurier's understanding- with 
the United States should he so one- 
sided in its operation, nor could he agree 
that the government; was so powerless 
as Mr. Blair represented. The debate 
continued half the afternoon. 

Mr. Ogilvic at Fault. 

& copy of the British Canadian Gold- 
fields Company's prospectus, which 
caused such an animated discussion the 
other day, was presented to parliament 
this afternoon, together with all corres- 
pondence on the subject. The company 
were very wrathy at Mr. Colmer's letter 
to the Times regarding Mr. Ogilvie's 
position, which they said was calculated 
to injure the company's prospects.

Sir Wilfrid Laurier sarcastically con- 
gratulated Sir Charles Tupper on laying 
down Ihe A B O of politics, as patent us 
the commandments. lie was pleased 
to find a resolution in condemnation Of 
Sir Hibbert Tapper's attacks on Majjr 
Walsh and in justification of the dis- 
missal of civil servants for polili al 
causes. He stigmatized the .itta-.'k on 
Walsh as "wanton malice." 

Sir Hibbert Tapper said he wondered 
the Speaker allowed such a term to he 
used without rebuke. 

The Speaker said he had not beard it. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier continued that it 
wits unparliamentary and lie would take 
it back, but lie could not express his 
opinion of Sir Hibbert Tupper in parlia- 
mentary language. 

Sir Hibbert was Surprised nt such an 
expression from a gentleman whose sole 
claim to political distinction was lis 
manners. His accusations respecting 
Major Walsh would he repeated, and in 
a very different way, at nn early oppor- 
tunity. His charge was personal mis- 
conduct interfering with public duty. 
Tho resolution was made necessary by 
ministers constantly attacking Tory civil 
service appointees. If the resolution was 
the A B C of politics the ministers did 
not know their alphabet. 

The resolution was adopted. 

Beadrnnn's Island. 

Tlie return asked for by Col. Prior of 
correspondence in reference to Deud- 
nian's Island was brought down to-day.

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Flying Fox 

Wins the Derby 



The Favorite Justifies Confi- 
dent Predictions of the 
Racing World. 



French Horse Ends Career in 
a Gallant Bid for Second 
Place. 



By Associated Press. 

London, May 31. — Flying Fox won 
the Derby to-day. Damocles was sec- 
ond and Innocenqe third. Twelve homes 
ran. Flying Vox won by two lengths; 
time 2:42 4-5. 

Glorious weather prevailed at Epsom 
to-iluy, bright sunshine and a cloudless 
sky. enlivening the spirits of those who 
journeyed to the'Downs to be present at 
the race for tlie classic Derby stakes. 
The usual scenes were witnessed alorjg 
die mads leading to Epsom this morn- 
ing, and familiar crowds assembled on 
tbo Downs. The Prince of Wales and 
party, including the Duke and Duchess 
of Connaught, Duke and Duchess of 
York, Duke of Cambridge, Prince Fran- 
cis of Tock,' Prince Christian, Duke and 
Duchess of Portland, Duke and Duchess 
of Devonshire, Grand Duke of Hesse, 
lit. lion. Henry Chaplin, president of 
the Local Government Board, the Earl 
of Coventry, the Duke of Westminster, 
Marquis of Londonderry, Lord Lurgan 
and the Karl of Derby, left Victoria Sta 
(ion on a special train for Epsom. 

Hon- Jos. H. Choate, United State: 
Ambassador, drove to the Downs as Lite 
gnotil. of the Lord Chief Justice, Baron 
Russell of Killowen, from Tadworth 
Court. Mr. Jos. H. Choate, Jr.. formed 
■one of Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan's coach- 
ing party. Major General Samuels Sum- 
ner, military attache of the United States 
EknbOHsy, was also present. 

Sloane's riding on the French horse 
Holocauste greatly increased the inter- 
est in the Derby, which had previously 
been regarded as an absolute certainty 
for Flying Fox. The latter was exer- 
cised at the Downs at a walking pace 
this morning, Holocauste was out early. 
There were no signs of his suggested 
lameness. The coll went six furlongs 
steadily. 

Before the racing started Holocauste 
receded in the betting from -1 to 1 until 
7 to 1 against was vainly shouted. In 
the meanwhile 3 to 1 was laid on Flying 
Fox, whose owner was a noticeable fig- 
ure In the paddock, with his racing col- 
ors at his buttonhole. 

Flying Fox, with a stable boy on his 
back, and led by his trainer, Mouton, 
walked about before the race, followed 
by a large crowd of admirers. He was 
quiet and his quarters were a mass of 
muscle. His coat glowed in the , sun- 
shine like bronze. An enthusiast cried: 
•'That horse must fall to be beaten." His 
opinion was re-echoed by the crowd. 
Holocauste made few friends, being light, 
in muscle mid having a dull, listless look 
which bore testimony to the amount of 
work the colt had gone through during 
the last few weeks. All the jockeys were 
very nervous, waiting to enter the course. 
Oaunon, on the favorite. Flying Fox, 
was paler than usual and his lips twitch- 
ed, Sloan, on Holocauste, sat blinking 
his eyes, and Loates, on Damocles, per- 
sistently stroking his chin. Holocauste 
led the parade. There was a good deal 
of unpleasantness from the entrance to 
the course to the club enclosure, owing 
to a sudden alteration in police arrange- 
ments, which resulted in fifty to one 
hundred men, whose names are famous 
throughout the land, being hustled by 
the police as though they were pick 
pockets. 

The race started three-quarters of an 
hour late, and when the horses settled 
down to work Holocauste was driven in 
front, followed by Flying Fox. 

A mile from home the two favorites 
were clear of the field. Holocauste led 
in the straight, but directly after Cannon 
sent his crack out, Holocauste's fate 
was sealed, and it is claimed that, the 
furlong fnrther on. when the French 
korne broke his fetlock joint, did not af- 
fect the result. 

"I heard it snap," said Sloane, who at 
once dismounted. 

Gannon, who was holding a strong 
lead, finished in a canter. A hurricane of 
cheers greeted the result, which, natur- 
ally was intensely popular, and the re- 
turn of Flying Fox to the enclosure was 
a. triumphant procession. The Duke of 
Westminster went out bo meet his horse, 
bareheaded, holding his hat in his hand, 
ami led him back to the weighing room. 
The Duke has won nevenil Derby's, but 
this i* the first time Cannon won the 
great race. Flying Fox is undoubtedly 
a great horse, and it will be a disappoint- 
ment to many if he does not complete 
the "treble CTOnt" with winning the St. 
1 iCger. 

Tod Slonn was uninjured and walked 
back to the weighing room escorted by 
a policeman. My Boy was fourth. Bet- 
ting was HO to 2 on Flying Fox, ridden 
by Cnnnon, IT. to 1 against Damocles 
.ind 50 to 1 against. Innocence. 

Sloan's escort of police could scarcely 
force a way through the dense crowd. 
The American jockey reached the weign- 
ing room just as the victorious Cannon 
on Flying Fox, led by the Duke of 
Westminster, approached from the op- 
posite direction. While not generally ad- 
mitted that Sloan could have won, to 
many persons it: did not look so improb- 
able, lie was leading round Tattennam 
Corner. In response to an inquiry, he 
said: "I'm all - right and going to ride 
in the next race."

At a meeting of the provincial execu- 
tive yesterday morning Mr. Justice Irv- 
ing was formally appointed a commis- 
sioned under the act passed at the last 
session of the legislature to provide for 
the settlement of disputes as to mining 
claims iu the Bennett Lake and Atlin 
mining divisions. Mr. O. C. Bass, of the 
attorney-general's office, will act as sec- 
retary and stenographer to the commis- 
sioner. 

Premier Semlin stilted last evening 
that the commissioner would leave for 
the North just as soon as information 
had been received that the lakes wore 
open to navigation and that he*could gel 
in without trouble or delay. 

The act under which the enquiry is to 
be held provides for the appointment of 
a judge of the Supreme court, or some 
other person, to hear and determine all 
disputes with regard to mining claims »n 
the Atlin country. It is intended that 
the Judge shall sit as a special royal 
commissioner in this adjudication, and 
it is provided that his decision shall be 
final, in other words that there is no 
appeal to the Full court, as in ordinary 
suits. So that it will be seen that the 
commissioner is vested with very com- 
prehensive powers. It is likely that the 
commissioner will be absent about three 
months, as the reports which come down 
from Atlin indicate that his task will. not 
be either an easy or a short one. in 
some cases there being a number of 
claimants for a claim. 



Mr. Thomas C. Sorby, the originator 
and energetic promoter of the gigautic 
scheme of harbor improvement for Vic- 
toriu which bears his name, left by the 
Charmer this morning, en route for Ot- 
tawa, to explain the project iu detail to 
the members ot the government. His 
spirits have risen perceptibly during the 
last 2-1 hours, and he starts on his East- 
ern mission with elation in consequence 
of a telegram that, came to haud yester- 
day, and which changes entirely the posi- 
tion of affairs. 

The ultimatum from Ottawa had, it 
will be remembered, been accepted by 
the civic committee of investigation just 
as ii had been telegraphed by Senator 
Templemau— that no legislation could be 
introduced with reference to the harbor 
scheme during the present session. 

It was then decided tbut Mr. Sorby 
should go Bast, in any event, and elabor- 
ate his proposals now, so that the minis- 
ters would be able to introduce the 
necessary legislation at the <nilset. of 
next session. 

At the same time Mr. Sorby, who re- 
fuses to admit defeat at any juncture, 
kept the postal autlioiities busy and the 
wire hot with stimulating messages to 
the city's representatives in the Com- 
mons. 

•• Don't allow them to put us off" was 
the burden of these messages. " We 
have Hon. Mr. Tarte's promise of legis- 
lation this your. Insist on its fulfil- 
ment." 

Messrs. Prior and Earle evidently car- 
ried out these instructions to the letter, 
for yesterday morning the heart of Mr. 
Sorby was made glad by the following 
telegram: 

" Ottawa, May 30, 1800 
"Thomas C. Sorby, Victoria: 

" Mr. Tarte has given us his word that 
the act forming the harbor trust will be 
put through parliament this session. The 
bill is being prepared.

Kinshiu Maru Arrives Yester- 
day From Across the 
Pacific. 



Story of the Loss of the 
Steamer Pelican Briefly 
Told. 



A.fter crossing the Pacific in fourteen 
•days from Yokohama the Nippon i'usen 
Kuishu steamship Kinshiu Mam arrived 
*t the outer wharf yesterday morning, 
one day ahead of schedule time, .She is 
rery light with cargo, having in all only 
1,000 touH, which tor a big freighter like 
the Kinshiu is not half a load. Of this 
400 tons of general freight was landed 
here and the balance goes on to Seattle. 
She carried i)o passengers— 7-1 Chinamen 
for Victoria, 10 Jups for Seattle and 
four Europeans. Mr. McMillan, man- 
ager of the Nippon Vusen Kaishu at 
Yokohama, and his nephew, Mr. Howe, 
were among the arrivals. There were 
thirteen cases of plague at Hongkong 
when the Kinshiu Main left and very 
strict measures were being enforced to 
prevent the spread of the dread disease. 
Just before sailing an effort was made 
to ship two Chinese ns members of the 
crew but the men, to the- medical au- 
thorities, did not appear strong and even 
though not sick were not allowed to em- 
bark. A. similar instance happened with 
regard to the Pacific mail steamer China 
but a few days previously, when thirteen 
ineu were rejected.

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MR. CROFT'S •PROPOSAL. 

The proposal which Mr. Henry Croft 
lias made to the city council iu regard to 
filling in James Bay and constructing a 
bridge is worthy of the best considera- 
tion oi the citizens. It is not wholly 
new, for it was talked about a few years 
ago. If it is acted on it will to a cer- 
tain extent interfere with Mr. Sorby's 
harbor scheme, but we do not think that 
it would prejudicially affect it. It will 
relieve that scheme of the cost of a largo 
amount of dredging and the erection of 
a bridge, and though it will also deprive 
it of some of the revenue contemplated, 
probably one would about offset the 
other. We are inclined to think the gain 
to the harbor scheme would be greater 
than the loss. We do not suggest that 
this consideration determines the matter 
in any way, but it is an element that 
will be taken into account and very pro- 
perly so. Our own view of the matter 
is that if the proposed improvements at 
James Ray is made, the complete im- 
provement of the harbor would be more 
readily brought about. 

Without committing the Colonist to 
the advocacy of Mr. Croft's proposal, in- 
to which we desire to make fuller in- 
quiries than can be made off-hunj, we 
confess to being favorably impressed by 
it. Perhaps one thing which loads to 
this is the hope that if the proposal is ac- 
cepted something definite will at last be 
done towards the permanent improve- 
ment of Victoria. It' a beginning is 
made, more improvements will follow. 
The proposition of reclaiming the, bay 
and building a new bridge as a Dingle 
project has always commended itself to 
this paper. The devotion of tin- re- 
claimed land to the proposed purposes is 
not objectionable, but quite the reverse. 
The question of tenus remains to be con- 
sidered. The city will bo relieved of 
the cost of a bridge, say .$1120,000, and in 
consideration thereof will give up the 
use of the land at the head of the bay 
for fifty years. This is equivalent to a 
payment in advance of $120,000 for 
rental of land at present of no >-al.ic 
whatever. We suppose that a full cal- 
culation would show such a payment to 
be equivalent to at an annual rental of 
more than .$.'3,000. Any one can determine 
this for himself by reference to a table 
of annuities. In addition to this, the 
city will receive at the end of the fifty 
years a valuable improved piece of pro- 
perty. On the face of it this seems very 
favorable. 



SOME OBJECT LKSSOXS. 

Very frequently the lesson of familiar 
things is lost upon those who know them 
best. An observation made by the Right 
Honorable Leonard Courtney in the last 
Contemporary Review illustrates this. 
Speaking of the Treaty of Ghent be- 
tween Great Britain and the United 
States, by which these two nations 
agreed not to maintain war vessels o: 
the Great Lakes, he points out that th 
principle of this agreement ha.s led to 
the extraordinary condition of things, 
which leaves a frontier of three thousand 
miles between the? Republic and th 
Dominion practically unfortified. II. 
asks how many fortifications would have 
been erected, and how many soldiers 
would have been kept by both countries 
under arms, if the agreement of 1812 
had not been roligiou.sJy observed by both 
parties in the spirit and the letter. 

The effect of this agreement upon the 
development of republican institutions in 
the United States must have been very 
great. It enabled that country to prac- 
tically dispense with a standing army, 
than which there is no greater menace 
to republicanism. One can readily 
imagine that the history of the Republic 



arts of peace, except when interrupted 
by domestic troubles, its people had been 
compelled to fortify and guard their 
long frontier. It is questionable if 
Great Britain would not have regarded 
the maintenance of her territorial 
strength on this continent too dearly 
bought at the cost of building and gar- 
risoning a chain of forts from the Atlan- 
tic to the Pacific. The arguments of the 
Manchester School would have received 
new and almost irresistible force from 
such a condition. It may be fairly 
churned that the statesmen, who are re- 
sponsible for the provision in the Treaty 
of Ghent above referred to certainly 
built much wiser than they knew. Their 
work seems almost like an inspiration. 

Another object lesson of special inter- 
est in this connection is the neutralisa- 
tion of Belgium and Switzerland, which 
has enabled those' countries, though sur- 
rounded by military powers, to remain 
substantially disarmed. It is pointed 
out that if these two countries can be 
neutralized, others can be. Among those 
mentioned as available for this purpose 
are Spain, which is cut oil' from the rest 
of Europe by the Pyrenees, with only 
Portugal for a neighbor, and Portugal 
need not be reckoned with; Italy, which 
can easily be isolated in politics, as she 
almost is geographically; Denmark, to 
which a similar observation applies; and 
Scandinavia, which is practically separ- 
ated from Continental Europe. If these 
four uatious could be disarmed, they 
would make with Belgium and Switzer- 
land six which would be relieved from 
the burden of militarism. If nothing 
more than this could be brought about, 
the gain to civilization and the cause of 
peace would be enormous. The dis- 
armament of Italy would be the end of 
the Triple Alliance, but that combina 
tion has of bite been rapidly losing its 
value. 

These two object lessons show that in 
spite of all the apparent difficulties 
the way, it may be possible to reacli 
some definite arrangement for the preser- 
vation of peace. No one expects such a 
plan of neutralization, as is above out- 
lined, to be carried into effect as the re- 
sult of the present conference, but it may 
be kept in view as a pos^ble consumma- 
tion to be reached at. an early day. 



he would not have done the act com- 
plained of. The constitutional principle 
is that ho must find n ministry who will 
do this. If he has found such a minis- 
try, the public is not yet aware of the 
fact, for the reasons for the disuxissjil of 
the Turner ministry have never yet been 
stated by the Semlin ministry in the 
legislature and been defended. 



MR. TURNER'S DISMISSAL. 

The correspondence relating to the dis- 
missal of the Turner ministry has been 
laid before parliament. Whether any 
further action will be taken by the Brit- 
ish Columbia members we do not know 
We feel considerable objection to assent 
big to the proposition that the repre 
sentatives of other provinces should b< 
asked to pass upon a constitutional ques- 
tion affecting British Columbia. The 
people of this province are surely fully 
able to take care of their own rights in 
this respect. At the same tune, as the 
question involved in the dismissal is one 
of very great general importance, it is 
highly desirable that it should be dis- 
cussed by gentlemen, whose long political 
experience entitles their opinions to 
weight iu matters of this nature. There 
are many such in parliament, and some 
opportunity ought to be found for veil 
tilating the right of lieutenant-governors 
in this respect. In order not to create 
a wrong impression, we may add that 
parliament has no right by resolution to 
define what constitutional practice in the 
provinces ought to be. This is a matter 
which the people of each province, either 
through the legislature or at the polls, 
must decide for themselves. But in tin 
colonies, as in the Mother Country, par- 
liamentary and constitutional law has 
rarely, if ever, been expressed in tin 
form of resolutions. When we seek foi 
information upon this subject, we look 
to the speeches of statesmen delivered 
from time to lime in parliament If is 
precedent in action, not the passage of 
formal resolutions, which determines the 
British Constitution. Therefore we do 

not expect r do we think it likely that 

the government would permit, the pass- 
age of any resolution dealing with the 
action of Lieutenant-Governor Mclunes; 
hut it. is perfectly competent fur the Brit- 
ish Columbia members to call forth an 
expression of opinion from the best con- 
stitutional authorities in the house on the 
subject. If the correspondence sets 
forth all the facts, as they are known in 
British Columbia, we feel confident that 
the position taken by the Colonist at tin- 
time of the dismissal will be sustained 
by those best qualified to speak, irre- 
spective of their party affiliations. 

We take exception to the following 
pnragraph in the Lieutenant-Governor's 
letter as brought down: 

I submit that a lieutenant-governor 
under no constitutional law existing 
should give reasons for the dismissal and 
outgoing of a ministry, but only to the 
incoming ministry, and 1 am prepared if 
called on to state and defend such rea- 
sons in parliament. 

We do not claim to be able to cite any 
authority requiring a lieutenant-governor 
to give his reasons to an outgoing govern- 
ment for dismissing' them, but we sub- 
mit this question is not involved in the 
ease under consideration. Lieutenant- 
Governor Mclnnes did give the outgoing 
ministry his reasons, or at least some 
reasons, although the correspondence 
suggests that he had others which he 
did not give.

FOLLY AS SUB FLIES. 

Some people in the United States are 
just now treating their fellow country- 
men to a most remarkable exhibition of 
folly. The occasion of it is the expectod 
return of Admiral Dewey from the Phil- 
ippines. The demonstration: began with 
a furious demand from the Pacific 
Coast that he should not 'be allowed to 
come homo by way of Suez, as his orders 
are and as he desired. Now that it is 
settled that he will come that wuy, there 
is a crazy outcry in the Fast for a wild 
reception to him. That he ought to be 
right royally received, every one will 
admit. People in European countries do 
not go quite crazy over a general or 
an admiral who does good work abroad, 
but then they are more used to it than 
our neighbors. Some of the proposals 
in regard to Dewey are the emanations 
of extraordinary minds. Thus one chap 
wants to have a huge kite made, which 
will carry up a huge flag, so that the 
first sight to greet Dewey will be 'he 
Star Spangled Banner in the sky. Somty 
body else thinks the New York governor 
ought to send a special message to the 
legislature asking it to make an appro- 
priation to defray the expenses of 
Dewey's welcome. Some of the news- 
papers want to present him with a hoJSC 
and after a lot of fuss have raised 
$3,000 towards it. Others want a in- 
Honul subscription of $250,000 to enable 
him to retire in comfort. Others think 
Unit every available vessel ought to 
steam out upon the Atlantic to meet him. 
And so it goes. The variety of sugges- 
tions is only equalled by their absurdity. 
No one thinks it worth while to ask the 
Admiral if he wants to be treated like a 
curiosity. No one thinks it worth while 
to consult his wishes in the slightest de- 
gree. If the hysterical patriots coild 
have their way, Hobson's disgusting kiss- 
ing procession around the country would 
be repeated. The hopeful side of the 
case is that the Admiral may delay his 
return long enough for the good sense of 
the people to prevail, so that when he 
does come he will be accorded n recep- 
tion in keeping with his achievement 
and his character. Those who know 
him best say he is a retiring gentleman, 
and the public know that he showed him- 
self a commander of resourcefulness and 
courage. To treat such a man as though 
he were a part of a circus parade is 
humiliating.

Dyke Gate Carelessly Left Open 
Causes Inundation of 
Matsqui Farms. 



By comparison of well-considered re- 
ports front Yale, Hope, Scission, Lil- 
looet, North Bend, Mutsqui, Spence'a 
Bridge and Ashuroft, the conclusion is 
reached— and it may he set down as 
altogether trustworthy — tiutt the dis- 
tressful scenes incidental to the great 
flood of 18i)-i are not to be re-enacted 
this year along tho mighty Fraser. Not 
only is the river far below the high- 
water mark of that memorable June live 
years ago, but the snowfall in the moun- 
tains to be disposed of is iuiinitely less 
than that of 'M, while the exceeding 
lateness of the spring is permitting the 
snow-water to melt and iiud its way to 
the sen so gradually that nil possibility 
of danger is removed. The dykes ut 
Kumas, (JoiiuiUam mid Maple Kidgeare 
thorough anil complete protection for 
the low lunds behind them. Nor has the 
water risen BUtlicieutly high to jeopardize 
the almost completed Matsqui dyke, al 
though here a diUicuity has presented 
itself through the culpable negligence of 
the parties placed in charge, which calls 
for prompt explanation by the govern- 
ment. 

A telegram from Matsqui bearing the 
date of Tuesday lust explains the situa 
tiou very concisely. It says: 

" The parties placed in charge by tin 
provincial authorities did not close tin 
Hood gates in time, and quantities of 
debris collected, jamming the gates and 
making it impossible to close them even 
at this stage of the water. The result 
is that all the low lauds are Hooded and 
the water will soon cover hundreds and 
hundreds of acres of crop that last year 
at the highest stage of the water was 
high and dry. 

" The river is not to blame; — nor yet 
the dyke. The settlers who very soon 
will be driven out of their comfortable 
homes to watch the destruction of their 
farms iu utter helplessness, huve the 
government and their servants alone to 
blame. For of what use is a dyke if its 
gates are left open in the time of dan 
ger? 

'• There has been no engineer on the 
works at Matsqui for several days, Air. 
W'ilmot being engaged ut Uhilliwuck and 
Inspector Gamble being supposed to be 
iu Victoria while the work of closing the 
gates was left to utterly incompetent 
persons. There is naturally great iudig 
nation among the settlers." 

The indignation will be shared, too, 
by all the province when the facts of the 
case have fixed themselves in the public 
mind — many thousands of dollars speat 
in building these dykes to protect the 
Matsqui prairies; a good reliable dyke 
resulting, with hundreds of acres in 
crop behind it — and then some incompet- 
ent official leaves the gates open, and the 
dyke is nothing more than a green road- 
way lending through a. waste of water 
covering rotting acres. 

As for the Hood situation generally 
the only unfavorable report as to the 
prospect came from Hope, where the In- 
dians have been removing the graves of 
their ancestors to a point several 
hundred feet above the high-water mark 
of 1N1M. Their explanation was laconic 
but argumentative: 

" Much snow far up in hills. By-arid 
by very hut quickly, Then much 
water." 

Even ull the 1Io£k3 Indians are not 
unanimous in this diagnosis of the situa- 
tion, however, while the latest tel 
graphed repurt from Hope reads: 

'"The river is much lower than ut this 
time iu 1S0-1, and lower even than it 
generally is at this time of the year. 
There does not appear to be much snow 
in the mountains, while the temperature 
has been exceedingly low, the highest 
record thus far being GO." 

From Mission Junction comes the 
word that " the river now stands 14 
feet above the average level. Last year 
on May '24 it was 31 feet 10 inches, and 
on June"), 1894, it was 23 feet 10 inches 
above this level. It has been about at 
,a standstill for the past. 1'2 hours. There 
is plenty of snow in the mountains und 
the temperature was up to 80 degrees 
for a couple of days a week ago. The 
weather has been cloudy and cool since 
then, between oii and 00 degrees." 

From Yale, the head of navigation in 
the old days, the report is briefly this: 
" The river has been ut a standstill, HI) 
feet below the high-water mark of 181)4, 
and 10 feet below that of lust year, with 

rise of 8 feet in the last two weeks. 
Patches of snow are still to be wen on 
(he river range, while 811 degrees lias 
Ibeen the highest temperature recorded. 
It is cool at present " 

Matsqui reports " the snow in the 
mountains almost gone, and the highest 
temperature this year 82 degrees— and 
that only for two days. The weather 
is cool and showery."

ruled largely by China, they have a sort 
of reverence for Unit country. 

'* The boys never wash their hands or 
faces or huve their hair combed before 
coming to school each morning, and you 
know the boys here never cut their hair 
until they arc about 18 or 120 years old, 
hut wear it in n braid down the back. 
They always wear great baggy trousers, 
with yards und yards of white muslin as 
the only material in them. Their coats 
are also of muslin, colored pink or blue 
or purple. Their little straw shoes and 
short white stockings are very pretty 
when they can afford to wear them. 
There are a number of Christian schools 
iu Corea now for the girls. The girls 
come to the little church room two 
evenings of eaeil week and study the 
native characters and learn to read and 
write them, and then have a Bible lesson 
and commit to memory a great many 
Scriptural texts- They Study evenings, 
because they have to work hard all day 
helping their mothers with the work or 
taking care of the baby brother or sis- 
ter."

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INNOOBNCE OF DREYFUS. 

. Suppressed Documents Officially De- 
dared to Establish It. 

Paris, May 31.— The mirroundingti of 
the Palace of Justice were almost de- 
serted to-day when the court of causa- 
tion resumed hearing the arguments in 
the application for u revision of the 
Dreyfus trial. Many public scats 
the court were empty. 

The procurator-general's analysis of 
the secret documents was very (.lose, and 
he wound up with au emphatic declara- 
tion that there was nothing in the secret 
dossier to incriminate Dreyfus, saying: 
"We do not understand why there was 
such delay in submitting them to investi 
tion." Xhis statement caused a sensa 
tion. 

Continuing, M. Manti remarked: " Of 
the three secret documents by which M. 
Cavaignac, former minister of war, 
sought to justify the condemnation, two 
were forgeries and the third does not 
apply to Dreyfus." This declaration, 
uttered with impressive solemnity, had 
an immense effect upon the audience. 
In conclusion M. Mann said: " We as- 
sert that several new facts exist of such 
a nature as to prove Dreyfus' innocence. 
Therefore may it please the court to 
ciuash the judgment of December 
1894, aud send Dreyfus us a defendant 
before such court-martial as the court 
may decide." 

This statement caused applause, which 
the president suppressed by ordering the 
court to be cleared. Later the court 
adjourned.

THE OAPTURBD SAILORS. 

Taken From Their Boat by Filipinos 
Within Sight of American Monitor, 

Manila, May 31.-6:30 p. m.— De- 
tails regarding the capture of the United 
States hospital ship Beliefs boat yester- 
day have just been obtained. The Re 
lief lies in the harbor in front, of this 
city. The third oUieer, Fred. Heppy, 
• and an assistant engineer, Charles Bland 
ford, rigged a sail on one of the ship's 
boats and went sailing along the shore, 
on the south side opposite the insurgent 
lines. The boat became becalmed near 
the shore, and some native canoes with 
Filipinos put out and captured the two 
men, who were unarmed, and also took 
possession of the boat. The monitor 
Monadnock quickly sent a boat with a 
lauding party ashore. The natives, how- 
ever, rushed the prisoners into the woods 
before the boat reached land. Persons 
on board several other ships saw the af- 
fair through glasses, hut were unable to 
prevent the capture of the men. 

Friendly natives arriving here from the 
country around San Isidro and San Mig- 
uel report that a reign of terr >r has pre- 
vailed since the United States troops 
were withdrawn from those parts.

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DEVASTATIOD BY TORNADO. 

Iflwn and Illinois Report Loss of Life 
and Great Damage to Property. 

Malvern, la., May 31. — A tornado 
swept over the northwest part of Mills 
county last night, doing much damage to 
farm property. The house and barn 
and outbuildings of John It. Ilorburg, a 
prominent farmer living two miles north 
of Minioln, were totally destroyed. His 
little girl, aged 11, was killed; one of 
his sous had his leg broken, aud others 
of the family were seriously injured. 
Considerable stock were killed. 

Sioux City, la., May 31. — A small tor- 
nado Btruck last night near Kiugsley, in 
Plymouth county. Buildings on three 
farms were destroyed, but no loss of life 
is reported. A storm is reported to 
have done considerable damage near 
Jefferson. S. D., aud injured a few rw 
sons. 

Lincoln, Ills., May 31. — A tornado 
swept over this section early to-day 
coming from the southwest and cover 
iug a territory 150 yards wide and ex 
tending 10 miles in length.

Stole a Boat. — A rather amusing inci- 
dent occurred at Saanich yesterdny. 
Two Indian women landed on the beach 
from their canoe and proceeded to dig 
clams. They were some distance from 
the canoe, intent on their occupation, 
when two men rushed out of the woods, 
launched the canoe, got into it and 
started for the American side. The 
noise made by the women when they 
saw their canoe disappearing in the dis- 
tance can be imagined, but it was not 
sufficient to deter the men from con- 
tinuing on their voyage. The facts 
were reported to Sergeant J. M. Lang- 
ley, who was out there on police duty. 



The news received by cable on Satur 
day lust that orders hud been issued 
from Pekin directing the viceroys and 
governors of the neighboring provinces 
to put all their forces on a war footing, 
owing to the. arrival of six Italian war- 
ships in San Mun harbor, and also that 
the Chinese proposed to drive the Ger- 
mans from Shan Tung peninsula, has 
evidently been anticipated iu the Orient 
for some time. A copy of the Chinese 
Gazette received by the Kinshiu Maru 
contains the following despatch from a 
Pekin correspondent: 

" A series of edicts have recently been 
issued referring exclusively to changes 
among the officers of the army, both of 
high and low rauk. They clearly indi- 
cate the growing interest of the throne 
in the organization of the national forces. 
The Dowager Empress is evidently alive 
to the necessity of safeguarding her 
position, most of the troops being kept 
within easy distance of the capital. 

"There bus lately been a movement 
of troops to the frontier of Shan Tung. 
Opinions are divided as to whether the 
Chinese are determined to resist any 
incursions by foreign troops in future, 
or whether they intend to concentrate 
mi the frontier a sufficient number of 
disciplined regiments to keep strict order, 
and thus deprive the Germans of any 
pretext for alleging the prevalence of dis- 
order and lawlessness as reasons for 
marching troops inland. 

" The Chinese are undoubtedly in 
dread of German action in Shan 'rung. 
A considerable number of prominent 
members of the Tsung-li-Yamen appear 
convinced that the Germans are anxious 
to extend a kind of protectorate over 
that province. This conviction, it is 
staled, is due to the opinion openly ex- 
pressed by many leading German mer- 
chants that one province properly admin- 
istered would be of more value commer- 
cially than the whole of the rest of 
China under the present trade restric- 
tions. 

" The whole of the Chinese fleet is 
assembled at Taku, at the mouth of the 
Pekin river." 

That, both Germany and China have 
been looking for trouble iu Shan Tung is 
shown by the following despatch pub- 
lished in a Hongkong paper: 

" A German force numbering 3(!0 in 
all have been lauded at Antong, Shan- 
Tung province, 210 of which proceeded 
to Ichow and occupied the place. The 
governor of Ichow made his escape. A 
Chinese force has also been despatched 
there."

FOOD RESOURCES OF ALASKA. 

How the Natives Lived Before the 
Advent of White Men— Dried Fish, 
Meat and Berries. 

From the Seattle Post-Iutelllgeneer. 

With the prospect of another rush to the 
frozen North In consequence of the reported 
number of j sold discoveries at Cape Nome on the bleak 
the barren shore of Norton Sound, comes 
renewed interest In the food question in 
Alaska. .No man In Seattle, or indeed In 
the United States, probably, has devoted 
more attention to this subject than Dr. J. 
I*. Sweeney, of this city. 

When, In 1S1I7, the rush to the Klondike 
begun. Dr. Sweeney begun collecting In- 
formation regarding the foods suitable to 
sustain human life In the sub-Arctic re- 
gions, Coming in contact 11s he did with 
numerous gold sei'kers on their way to 
the .North, he had abundant opportunity to 
make Inquiries uf tht-iu concerning their 
food supplies, and later of talking over with 
returning Klondikers and pioneers uf the 
Yukon country the food question, then of 
greatest Interest on account of the threaten- 
ed famine In the Yukon. 

One of the pioneer gold seekers Dr. 
Sweeney was fortunate In meeting was 
George W. Carmack, the discoverer of the 
Klondike, and from him he gathered much 
Interesting information regarding the habits 
of the Indian tribes on the Yukon and the 
white men who long before the discovery 
of the treasure hidden beneath the frozen 
moss and gravel of the Klondike valley 
lived with them and shared the hardships i 
of their dally life. 

"Some of the things that Cnnnack told 
me," said Dr. Sweeney yesterday, "were 
entirely new to me, and all very Interest- 
ing. One of the things I have always 
been anxious to know was how the white 
men II veil who hunted and trapped along 
the Yukon In tbe days when It was thou- 
sands of miles to the trading posts and 
civilization. Cnrmnck explained to me: 

" 'We were compelled,' he said, 'to do 
.fust as the Indians did. In the summer 
time, besides game and fish, we ate ber- 
ries, for Alaska is the home of nil sorts 
of berries. And besides these we obtained 
other substitutes for the vegetables of civ- 
ilization. The principal of these were grass 



roots, certain small bulbs or tubers nnd the 
Inside bark of various trees. 

" 'In the winter we nte fish, mcnt and 
berries, which the squnws dried In the 
Rummer and stored away. Then also tbe 
111 tie bulbs I have mentioned came In very 
handily. I have forgotten now what they 
were called, but they say, as, all old Alaska 
men know, form the principal food of the 
timber squirrels of that country during the 
winter. 

" 'It was by rilling the hoards of these 
little animals that we obtained our sup- 
ply of the bulbs In the winter. Their 
hoards are always to be found in n soli- 
tary spruce tree In a thicket of stunted 
pines. That was the way In which wo 
located them. The reason for this I never 
knew. 

" 'As a substitute for bread— of course, 
the Indians then hail no Hour— we ate a 
species of pudding made of the blood of the 
game we killed, boiled with dried berries 
and sometimes with the little bulbs from 
the squirrel hoards.' 

"I asked Cnrmnck how the Indians In 
those days obtained salt for their meat. 
Every one knows that to a white man, tit 
least, snlr Is a necessity, nnd not a mere 
flavoring matter. In answer Cnrmnck told 
me something that was entirely new to me. 
He said that the Indians made It a practice 
not to throw away the water In which 
they boiled their meat, but allowed It to 
remain In the kettle. In course of a sliort 
time, he told me, the water or broth would 
become extremely salty nnd could then be 
maintained at whatever degree of saltiness 
deemed desirable by tbe addition of fresh 
water to replace some of the salt broth 
dipped out and thrown away. 

"A little thought will make It plain that 
Carmuck's story Is perfectly plausible. The 
blood contains small quantities of snlts, 
among them the salt we call common salt, 
chloride of sodium. By evaporation these 
salts were concentrnted until they became 
sufficiently plentiful to flavor the meat 
boiled In the solution and then the desired 
end was nttnlned. 

"Of course, the practice of leav'ng the 
same wnter in the meat kettle for days 
would not appeal to a white man 011 the 
ground of cleanliness, still if one had no 
salt the Indian plan would not bo one to 
scorn. I would recommend nny one who 
Intends Koing Into uncivilized countries to 
benr the process In mind. It might prove 
valuable in ease of emergency. 

"Another novel practice of the Indians 
related to me by Cnrmnck was their plan

In the lire small stones were 
heated redhot and dropped Into the water, 
causing It to boll. Then the ment waa 
placed In the vessel und kept boiling until 
properly cooked by the addition of more 
heated stones from time to time. 

' The other half of the stomach, by the 
aid of a couple of withes, was fashioned ii 
into a pull in which to carry water for 
cooking purposes, one of the withes being 
fastened Inside the rim and another attach- 
ed us a pall. 

".lack Daltion, who was one of t he pio- 
neers of Alaska and the discoverer of the 
trail which bears V.s name." continued Dr. 
Sweeney, "gave me some Interesting dam 
concerning the habits of the Indians and 
while men who lived with them In the ear- 
b diu» of the territory. Dried fish, he told 
me, he had found to be the most satisfac- 
tory food when game and fresh fish were 
not to be obtained. The Indians, he said, 
were accustomed to pound the dried flail 
up Into a paste with the berries nnd used 
It to the exclusion of nearly all other foods 
In the winter. 

"It is 11 noteworthy and Interesting fact 
that to (Ids very day dried fish und dates, 
pounded Into a paste together, form the 
principal food of a large number of the 
seml-clvlllzed people Jiving along the bur- 
ren shores of the Red Sea. By them It is 
called pile, the llnnl vowel not being silent, 
bnt sounded like an 'a.' 'Peelu' In the way 
they pronounce the word. 

"It Is rather startling to And ulraost pre- 
cisely the same food used b.T the uncivil- 
ized Indian of Alaska on this side of the 
globe."

The great names are known to every- 
one, and whether "Alfred" is a judge 
at home, or a pioneer in the Yukon, or a 
commissioner in Uganda, everyone 
knows and remembers the "dear old 
chap " as he used to be. when nothing 
short of a miracle could bowl him. His 
figure is one centre round which the 
memories of a generation of men focus 
and unite. 

Aud so it is in a lesser degree all 
through. The names we know on the 
cricket field as boys are the names we 
remember still, and because " Batty " is 
a judge mil West, a lot of good men be- 
lieve the law must be well administered 
there: because " Sid " is a banker, 
money invested there must be reasonably 
safe; and because "Chump" is out in 
the Yukon, there can be no more corrui 
tiou.
